Proclamation

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By order of the city council, the week beginning 
April 26 is hereby designated as Clean Up Week. 
The council earnestly solicits the active support 
and co-operation of the entire citizenship in an effort 
to thoroughly clean the town, both in the interests 
of health ctnditions and civic attractiveness. 
It is 
expected that property owners will collect all rub­ 
bish in some place from which it may be removed 
by the city. In order that the work of removal may 
be facilitated, it is requested that this be done by 
April 26. Side walks, alleys and vacant lots, as well 
as occupied premises, should be cleared. In the in* 
terest of civic attractiveness, trees should be trim­ 
med, dilapidated fences removed or repaired and 
all weeds and rubbish thoroughly removed. The 
city will see that all rubbish collected will be prom­ 
ptly removed from the premises. This affects busi­ 
ness premises as well as residence section of the 
town. The city authorities, acting in conjunction 
with the Development League and other civic organ, 
izations of the city, expect to wage this Clean Up 
Campaign to the end that civic attractiveness and 
health conditions so brought about, will not only 
make Comanche a better town in which to live, but 
will be a distinct business asset to the entire com­ 
munity. The cit yanticipates the voluntary co-oper­ 
ation of the citizenship, but in case of failure to com­ 
ply with this proclamation, notices will be issued, 
after inspection, and the expense of abating nuis­ 
ances through failure to clean up, will be taxed 
against the property.

ion of goods in the country.

estic demands and the ability to 
consume are verv great

labor employed at high wages, all 
that can be manufactured is need­ 
ed , even though our export trade 
does fall off to some extent. 
Money rates arc still high, and 
will, in all probability continue 
high for some time. 
Credit facil­ 
ities as a result of the tremendous 
destruction of capital during the 
war, are inadequate. 
This situ­ 
ation can be remedied only thro­ 
ugh increased production over a 
considerable period. 
While this 
accumulation of capital is pro- 
jeeeding, money rate.s will continu« 
high.
